First Noticed 
The dog was first noticed by a 
passerby, Archie Brice, 2242 North 
17th St., Philadelphia, about 9.30 
o’clock this morning. After making 
sure that another onlooker promis­ 
ed to call police, Brice went on 
his way, returning later to aid in 
the rescue. 
Brice said Rebel was dragging 
herself up and down the narrow 
pier when he passed by. 
When he returned to the scene, 
Patrolm an Clifton Morris and Wil­ 
liam Haman, 51 Tulip Tree Road, 
Levittown, a toll sergeant for the 
Delaware river Bridge Commis- 
sicn, had appeared, dispatched by 
their superiors to look inot the 
problem. 
The trio huddled on the wind­ 
swept bridge, figuring 
how 
to 
help Rebel. 
At first she was nowhere to be 
seen. 
Then 
Patrolm an 
Morris 
spied her cowering under one of 
the supporting girders in an ef­ 
fort to shield herself from the 
biting wind. 
No Response 
Vocal pleas, whistles, sucking 
noises and sounds that were cal­ 
culated by the trio to fetch a 
whole pack of hounds in any oth­ 
er situation, failed to rouse even 
a spark of response from Rebel. 
Finally, using M orris’ nightstick 
to probe her gently, Haman and 
Brice effected the rescue. Rebel, 
in this moment of supreme relief, 
responded like a wet dishrag. 
Tags around her neck revealed 
Rebel to be the property of Ruth 
Sinclair, 133 North Delmorr Ave., 
Morrisville, who could

A $500 across - the - board 
salary increase for the 
1960-61 
school year and a salary plan re­ 
vised to the advantage of veteran 
teachers is being proposed foi 
teachers in the Neshaminy Joint 
School District. 
The proposal was revealed at 
last night's meeting of the Middle 
town Township School Board in a 
report by David S. Keim, Middle 
town’s representative of the join 
ture salary committee. 
In brief, the salary proposal, 
backed by the Neshaminy Educa­ 
tion Association, asks for a plan to 
give the teachers $500 more for 
1960-61 and $300 more for 1961-62. 
The $500 increase includes the 
state-m andated $200 - a - year 
salary raise, the salary plan pro­ 
posed includes a revised salary 
scale that would give the teachers 
with more experience $100 or $20C 
more than the general $300 raise 
in 1961-62. 
More Than Half 
The entire salary plan is based 
on a basic beginning salary of 
$4,200 or $200 more than the cur­ 
rent starting salary. 
More than half of last year’s 
$3,143,000 budget went for teacher 
salaries. The salaries totaled $1,- 
640,385. 
Middletown Township is only 
one of six districts in the Nes­ 
haminy Jointure b u t'sev eral of 
its mem bers gave at least vocal 
support to the proposal last night. 
The salary agreem ent, when it 
is made, will have to be approved 
by all jointure mem bers. 


Keim asserted that the agree­ 
ment would put the Neshaminy 
district in a competitive position 
with neighboring school districts.
